Humid weather ramps up 
mosquito population and EEE threat 


PALMER — Mosquito sea- 
son is usually associated with 
the hotter summer months, but 
it actually begins much earlier 
and extends well into autumn. 
Some mosquitoes carry germs 
that can make people and some 
animals sick. While some mos- 
quito bites will only itch, others 
can carry potentially dangerous 
illnesses. In Massachusetts, the 
diseases linked to mosquitoes 
are West Nile virus (WNV) and 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(EEE) virus. 

As the threat of EEE rises in 
Massachusetts, the community 
needs to take precautions when 
outdoors. 

“The best way to prevent 1ll- 
nesses from mosquito bites 1s to 
protect yourself and your fam- 
ily from bites,” said Dr. Robert 


Spence, chief of Emergency 
Medicine for Baystate Wing 
Hospital and Baystate Mary 
Lane Outpatient Center. 

As of Aug. 15, the second 
confirmed human case of East- 
ern Equine Encephalitis of the 
season has been detected in 
Massachusetts. A woman in 
her 60s from Hampden County 
in the western part of the state 
tested positive on Saturday, ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH). As a result, the risk 
level for EEE in Wilbraham 
has been raised to critical and 
the risk level in Hampden and 
Monson has been raised to 
high. Other communities in 
the region have been raised to

Legislature passes bill for information technology 


BOSTON -— Senator Anne M. 
Gobi (D-Spencer) joined House 
Speaker Robert A. DeLeo and 
Senate President Karen E. Spilka 
and their colleagues in House 
and Senate to pass legislation 
authorizing up to $1.8 billion in 
spending for the improvement of 
information technology equip- 
ment and other capital projects 
in Massachusetts. 

The legislation also autho- 
rizes funding for food security, 
law enforcement body cameras 
and investments in educational 
technologies in Massachusetts 
schools. 

“T am proud to see our body 
realizing the importance of our 
information technology infra- 
structure and addressing it here,” 
commented Senator Gobi on 
the bill’s signage. “These invest- 
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ments will strengthen our access 
to key services for our residents, 
and stabilize a grid that has been 
strained during this pandemic.” 

The capital plan, which in- 
cludes $794 million for state and 
local general technology and 
physical infrastructure, features 
the following targeted invest- 
ments. 

$110 million in public safety 
infrastructure and equipment 

$134 million in statewide eco- 
nomic development grants and 
reinvestment in disproportion- 
ately impacted communities 

$80 million in educational IT 
and infrastructure grants, includ- 
ing $50 million to assist public 
schools in facilitating remote 
learning environments 

$10 million to fund technol- 
ogy investments at community 
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health centers 

$37 million in food security 
grants 

$25 million in capital improve- 
ments for licensed early educa- 
tion and care providers and after 
school programs to ensure safe 
reopening during COVID-19 

$30 million in public safety ac- 
countability technologies includ- 
ing body cameras and a race and 
ethnicity data sharing system 

Senator Gobi included two 
amendments that were adopted 
in the bill, dedication $350,000 
to the town of New Braintree to 
help expand broadband internet 
access and $55,000 for the police 
department in Sturbridge to pur- 
chase body-worn cameras. 

The legislation has been 
signed into law by the governor.

Having a close 
encounter with a bear

for the last three or four weeks. Ill run 

out to the garden when I want 
to make an omelet or add some to 
my dinnertime salad. Typically, [ll 
do a big harvest just once a week 
and go crazy preserving them in 
whatever way I feel inclined to. 
This past week I realized that once 
a week was not enough to keep up. 
This is a good problem to have, 
right? Here are some of my favor- 
ite methods of preserving an abun- 
dance of tomatoes. 

For many years I froze toma- 
toes whole and it worked out great. If you’ve 
never tried it, simply hull the fruits, put them 
on a cookie sheet until they have frozen, 
then place them in freezer bags. During the 
offseason you can take out as many as you 
need for use in juice, stews or even salsas and 
sauces. Once the tomatoes thaw, the skin 
slips off fairly easily. It is easy to do this, for 
sure, but if your freezer space is premium, 
you may want to split the harvest by trying 
your hand at canning. 

First, can the juice. Simply hull the fruit 
first, then whip it up in a high powered 
blender to liquefy it. Pour it into clean 
quart-sized jars, fitted with a new lid and a 
band. Place the jars into a pre-warmed wa- 
ter bath canner and process for 45 minutes 
of boiling time. Make sure that the water 
covers the jars by an inch or two. This winter 
you can either drink the juice or boil it down 
further for use in sauce. 

We also can cut tomatoes. First, scald 
the tomatoes in boiling water until the skins 
crack a bit. Remove them from the water 
and allow to cool. Once they do, the skin 
slip off rather easily. Cut them to fill the can- 
ning jar, and then press down on the fruit

in the jar with a wooden spoon to remove 
any air. Wipe the rim clean and then outfit 
the jar with a lid and band and set 
in the water bath for the same 45 
minutes of boiling time. Once re- 
moved from the water the jars will 
cool and you will hear the pop of 
the seals; a symphony when you 
are doing many jars at a time. 

Tomatoes can also be roasted. 
Place quartered tomatoes along 
with onions, peppers and garlic 
in the oven in a shallow roasting 
pan at 400 degrees, stirring every 
half hour, allowing the flavors to 
meld together. Once cooking is complete 
and most of moisture has evaporated, place 
the tasty mixture in plastic bags laid flat in 
the freezer. They can be easily stacked and 
stored, then used as a topping for pasta or 
pizza crust. Yum! 

Many years ago I sun-dried tomatoes 
in the hot greenhouse at Old Sturbridge 
Village. I had plastic racks left from a de- 
hydrator that never worked quite right. On 
these racks I placed cut up cherry tomatoes 
and let them “bake” on the shelves for two 
or three days in the heat. I stored these lit- 
tle bursts of flavor in a bag in the freezer so 
they wouldn’t mold, simply taking out what 
I needed for pizza toppings etc. 

Maybe this column will be the inspiration 
to help you tackle your own tomato harvest.

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HCC receives $40K grant for COVID-19 relief 


HOLYOKE -— The Holyoke 
Community College Foundation 
has received a second grant in as 
many months to help students fac- 
ing financial emergencies because of

In its latest round of grants, the 
Community Foundation of Western 
Massachusetts awarded $40,000 to 
Holyoke Community College from 
its COVID-19 Relief Fund. In July, 
the Community Foundation award- 
ed the HCC Foundation $35,000. 
All $75,000 went into the President’s 
Student Emergency Fund, which is 
managed by the HCC Foundation. 


and more applications from students 
in need of emergency support,” said 
Amanda Sbriscia, vice president of 
Institutional Advancement and ex- 
ecutive director of the HCC Foun- 
dation. “Each student applicant 
hopes to begin the fall semester on 
the right foot, and it’s our job to 
keep them focused on their academ- 
ic success.” 

Thanks to CFWM’s first grant 
to HCC, 67 HCC students received 
emergency funding with an average 
disbursement of $522. Already, in 
the past two weeks 15 additional 
students have received emergency 
aid. 


“We anticipate disbursing the full 
$40,000 to students in need before 
the end of September,’ Sbriscia said. 

Typically, students request help 
paying for basic needs, such as food, 
rent, utilities, childcare and trans- 
portation. 

“Relief Fund dollars are mak- 
ing it possible for HCC students 
throughout our region to achieve 
their educational goals,’ Sbriscia 
said. “I’m so grateful to the Com- 
munity Foundation for enabling 
us to respond to our students with 
good news.

didn’t die because I have to make some 
changes in my life”. 

So, like many young adults in the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, Ben decided to commit himself 
to a two year mission serving the Church 
and his community.

He had an idea what he was getting 
into because he had spent a lot of time 
with the missionaries assigned to his 
home congregation located in North 
Brookfield. While with them, Ben had 
observed their personal growth and 
willingness to follow through with such 
a challenging commitment. Ben said, 
“I knew that going on a mission would 
be a tough, but positive experience that 
would help me grow into a better per- 
son, not just for myself but also for my 
family and friends.”

Ben knew the strict rules and daunt- 
ing schedule missionaries maintain. 
He knew the loneliness and longing 
for family and friends and at times, the 
rejection that might creep in. But be- 
cause he had gotten to know the local 
missionaries, he also saw the joy found 
in unselfishly serving others and the sat- 
isfaction springing from sharing Christ 
based messages and positive outlooks 
with strangers and new friends-yet-un- 
met. 

Traditionally new missionaries re- 
ceive several weeks of training at the 
Missionary Training Center (MTC). 
Just days away from Ben’s highly antic- 
ipated plane ride to Utah and entrance 
into the MTC, the COVID-19 crisis 
caused a change in plans.

so glad I was called to serve here.” He 
continued, “I have learned a great deal 
about myself as I have come to un- 
derstand the value of serving others, 
whether that service is through helping 
them carry out projects or simply shar- 
ing with them he joy and knowledge I 
have about the Gospel of Christ.” 

His post-accident “I get it” moment 
has started him on a challenging but 
very rewarding path of serving others.

REGION -— Fall sports are 
set to begin and soccer will 
be a part of the fall lineup 
as a modified season will be 
the first up with a number of 
modifications. 

What schools will partic-

The winter season is 
currently scheduled to have 
basketball, even though it is a 
high-risk vote. 

The floating season, also be- 
ing labeled as “Fall Sports II” 
will take place from Feb. 22 to 
April 25. Unified basketball,

football, and cheerleading will 
be played. Schools that were 
not able to participate in cer- 
tain fall sports during the first 
fall season will also be able to 
play during that time. 

The schools that could po- 
tentially participate in sports 
like soccer and field hockey 
during the floating season de- 
pend on which schools vote 
to keep students off the field 
during the first fall season. 

Schools that are doing full 
remote learning and hybrid 
model learning where students 
are going to school only part 
of the time will have to vote on 
whether students can play. It 
is not clear yet which schools 
are or not participate in West- 
ern Mass. sports this fall, and 
schedules for games have yet 
to be established.

A 22-0 vote of the MIAA 
Board of Directors approved 
the current version of the 
sports calendar. 

The Board of Directors also 
unanimously voted to attempt 
to create fall schedules that are 
league specific and keep trav- 
el to a minimum by scheduled 
games within close geographic 
regions. In Western Massa- 
chusetts, the Pioneer Valley 
Interscholastic Athletic Con- 
ference, the group that governs 
the leagues in the region, will 
be challenged with coming up 
with that schedule. 

One major fallback of the 
fall season is the elimination 
of the tournament. 

With the elimination of the 
tournament, there will unlike- 
ly be a final-sponsored MIAA 
Western Massachusetts soccer 
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tournament, a big tradition in 
the region. 

The PVIAC is working on 
hosting its own tournament 
for the region before the new 
statewide tournaments begin 
in fall 2021, but the plans for 
that have been put on hold 
since the pandemic. 

Another major caveat to 
the fall sports seasons 1s that if 
towns have spikes in coronavi- 
rus cases that lead to the com- 
munity being labeled high-risk 
by the state, that school would 
have to cease play. This fall, 
teams that have to cease play 
can come back during the 
floating season, when hopeful- 
ly, play would be unrestricted 
because a vaccine 1s available.

REGION — With the return 
of fall sports, the MIAA Board 
of Directors have chosen to 
adopt changes to sports rec- 
ommended by it’s COVID-19 
Task Force committee and the 
Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs (EEA). 

Field hockey will see a num- 


ber of big changes with the 
game somewhat resembling 
playoff overtimes and the elim- 
ination of a number of regular 
parts of the game. 

Field hockey will have no 
penalty corners and players are 
expected to observe the field 
yard full on any and all free 
hits. It’s already a rule, but will 
likely be more strictly enforced. 

But the biggest change 1s 


that all regular play will be 
7-on-7. Those rules usually ap- 
ply to overtime, and overtime 
in field hockey is only played 
during the playoffs. All other 
games end in ties. 

Other modifications to lim- 
it contact are the elimination 
of stick inspections during the 
pre-game as coaches will be re- 
sponsible for making sure that 
all sticks are legal for use in 


games. Officials would normal- 
ly do a stick inspection prior to 
all games. 

Soccer is the other sport that 
will see some significant chang- 
es due to the amount of contact 
that can take place between 
players. 

To begin, the games will be 
separated into four separate 
20-minute quarters. There will 
be two minutes in between 


quarters with the exception 
of halftime, which will be a 
10-minute rest period like nor- 
mal. But timeouts will be elim- 
inated. 

Coaches will be limited to 
just three per bench. 

Players will not be allowed 
to head the ball, and the use of 
“walls” on a restart in play will 
not be allowed due to attempts

Throw-ins will also be eliminated 
and a kick-in will be utilized instead. 
Opposing players must be at least 10 
yards away from the ball. 

Goal kicks and punts or throws back 
into play from goalkeepers will also be 
modified. The ball is not allowed to 
travel past midfield or the other team 
receives an indirect kick.

was not going to pass up that 
opportunity, however she knew 
she would not have enough 
time to earn the rank of Eagle. 

Knowing this would be a 
concern for hundreds across 
the country the National Office 
of the Boy Scouts of America, 
made a one-time special exten- 
sion for any Scouts (male or fe- 
male) joining in 2019, who were 
16 or older. They would be 
granted up to two years total, 
from the date they registered 
with a troop, to earn the rank 
of Eagle Scout. Her Scoutmas- 
ter applied for this extension 
and it was granted by the Na- 
tional Office. 

Chrissy, Scoutmaster of 
Troop 163, noted how hard 
working, dedicated, and in- 
strumental in helping the troop 
grow Erin has been. Chrissy 
noted “I would not have been 
as successful of a Scoutmaster 
without Erin’s help and lead- 
ership” and added “she has 
helped to shape, give direction, 
and set the foundation for cur- 
rent and future Scouts” join- 
ing the troop. Erin travels to 
and from Fitchburg to be part 
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of the troop, after confusing 
Sterling with Sturbridge. “She 
stuck with it, she could have 
joined the Gardner or Little- 
ton troop at the time, but she 
chose us even after realizing the 
mistake and we’re so happy she 
did.” 

Erin’s project is putting to- 
gether “Comfort Kits” for teen- 
age youth transitioning into 
D.C.F care. “I knew that there 
was a need for these kids and 
knowing that they would be 
a help to everyone who needs 
them was a bit push for me.” 
Taking COVID-19 into con- 
sideration she wanted to make 
sure her project was safe for 
everyone involved. These kits 
“will provide them with the ne- 
cessities they need, and that are 
sometimes too embarrassing to 
ask for.” 

Her journey has not been 
without some bumps in the 
road. Every step of the way 
she set deadlines for herself. If 
she was not X rank by X date 
then her journey would end. 
Sometimes she would be excit- 
ed and ready to go, other times 
it seemed like another thing 
added to her plate. 2019/2020 


school year was her senior year 
of high school, she was taking 
5 AP, 1 honors class and was 
very active in Best Buddies, 
Volleyball and National Hon- 
or Society. Chrissy noted they 
had finally hit a “sweet spot” 
then COVID-19 hit bringing 
everything to a halt. “I had so 
many concerns for her, what 
about camping nights, the skills 
she needed to teach for rank 
advancement, the community 
service hours, merit badges and 
everything else she still needed 
to do.” Together they came up 
with a game plan, to date Erin 
is just 4 merit badges short, she 
needs to complete her Eagle 
Project and finish serving out 
her term as Junior Assistant 
Scoutmaster. 

Being rushed, and having 
been granted an_ extension, 
Chrissy was concerned with 
how quickly Erin would have 
to get through everything. Af- 
ter some reflection she said, 
“The thing that gets me most 
is as much as Erin wants Ea- 
gle, she still made it about the 
program. Savoring each event 
and activity rather than just 
going through the motions and 
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a moderate risk for the mosquito-borne 
illness, officials said. 

“It is possible that some people who 
become infected with mosquito borne 
viruses may not develop any symptoms 
or in some cases only flu-like symptoms. 
The incubation period for the virus 
from the time of an infected mosquito 
bite to onset of illness ranges from four 
to 10 days and the illness can last one 
to two weeks. There is no specific treat- 
ment for EEE. Antibiotics are not effec- 
tive against viruses and no effective an- 
ti-viral drugs have been discovered for 
the treatment of EEE. Severe illnesses 
are treated by supportive therapy, which 
may include hospitalization, respirato- 
ry support, IV fluids and prevention of 
other infections,” said Dr. Spence. 

According to the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health, there are 
over 3,000 different kinds, also called 
“species, of mosquitoes identified 
worldwide, with more than 150 differ- 
ent kinds of mosquitoes found in North 
America. Fifty-one different kinds of 
mosquitoes have been found in Massa- 
chusetts. Mosquitoes are attracted to 
carbon dioxide, a gas that humans and 
other animals breathe out and can fol- 
low a stream of carbon dioxide from as 
far as 50 feet away. 

Mosquitoes need stagnant water in 
order to lay their eggs and what most 
people don’t realize is the surprising 
number of areas around their own 
house where mosquitoes can find the 
stagnant water they need. All a female 
mosquito needs is a bottle cap of water 
to lay 100 to 200 eggs, once the eggs are 
laid, they hatch into larvae within 24 to 
48 hours, so any temporary body of wa- 
ter that 1s present for more than a week 
can be a mosquito breeding habitat. 

EEE 1s relatively rare in humans, al- 
though there are occasional outbreaks 
in certain regions of the country. Fewer 
than 100 people have died from EEE in 
Massachusetts in the past 75 years, ac- 
cording to the Department of Public 
Health. In the United States, approxi- 
mately 5 to 10 EEE cases are reported 
annually. The risk of getting EEE 1s 
highest from late July through Septem- 
ber when more mosquitoes are present 
and active. 

West Nile virus (WNV) is a mosqul- 
to-carried virus most commonly spread 
to people through the bite of an infected 
mosquito. 

“The majority of people who are 1n- 


fected with WNV, some 80 percent will 
have no symptoms. A smaller number 
of people who become infected, less 
than 20 percent will have symptoms 
such as fever, headache, body aches, 
nausea, vomiting and sometimes swol- 
len lymph glands. Less than | percent of 
people infected with WNV will develop 
severe illness, including encephalitis or 
meningitis. There is no specific treat- 
ment for WNV infections. People with 
mild WNV infections usually recover 
on their own. People with severe WNV 
infections almost always require hospi- 
talization,” said Dr. Spence 

He encourages community members 
to follow The Department of Public 
Health tips that will help people protect 
themselves and their loved ones from ill- 
nesses caused by mosquitoes: 

Be Aware of Peak Mosquito 
Hours: The hours from dusk to dawn 
are peak biting times for many mos- 
quitoes. Consider rescheduling outdoor 
activities that occur during evening or 
early morning. 

Apply Insect Repellent when Out- 
doors: Use a repellent with DEET (N, 
N-diethyl-m-toluamide), permethrin, 
picaridin (KBR 3023), oil of lemon eu- 
calyptus [p-methane 3, 8-diol (PMD)] 
or IR3535 according to the instructions 
on the product label. DEET products 
should not be used on infants under two 
months of age and should be used in 
concentrations of 30 percent or less on 
older children. Oil of lemon eucalyptus 
should not be used on children under 
three years of age. 

Clothing Can Help Reduce Mos- 
quito Bites: Wearing long-sleeves, long 
pants and sock when outdoors will help 
keep mosquitoes away from your skin. 

Mosquito-Proof Your Home 
and Drain Standing Water: Mosquitoes 
lay their eggs in standing water. They 
can begin to multiply in any puddle or 
standing water that lasts for more than 
four days. If you have a bird bath in 
your yard, be sure to empty it daily and 
refill with fresh water. Remove contain- 
ers that may hold water in places that 
are hard to see such as under bushes, 
porches, decks, or stairs. 

Install or Repair Screens. Keep mos- 
quitoes outside by having tightly-fitting 
screens on all of your windows and 
doors.
